There ia what you may call an 
ethical synonym for a nation. To 
AMMM. a l»|^lW..tmlPi^il (mmiv 
diateff a dOBtlaatat idea arises In tho 
mind expressing somehow the 
genius and the purposes and the 
ideals of the nation. Mention Ger- 
many — at least the Germany that 
was — and probably the Ideal which 
arises in jour mind is one of mili- 
tary power. That signifies what 
the German nation stood for. You 
mention England Well, possibly 
the comercial idea, that of com- 
iiieicial domination to rule the 
Seven Seas and to be the carrylni? 
power of all the nations that pro- 
duce the commerce. Mention 
France. Well, probably the idea of 
pleasure^ the art of Uvlng, making 
living an art and taking as much 
pleasure as they can out of life 
would be the dominant notion of 
France. Italy. Well, the first 
thought that arises to our minds 
would probably be art — her eltles, 
her palaces, her temples, her villas, 
her history. 

Now comes America, the .\iiieiica 
ot Oeortje W'ashiugton, our beloved 
land. Travel where you will and 
ask H serious-minded person who 
has some knowledge of other na- 
tions thui his own-7-and they are 
not rery many ootslde of Ameirca; 
go through the European cities, ask 
them what they think about Amer- 
ica, what It stands for, and probably 
the first thought to the majority of 
the people you meet over there 
would be, "America! Oh. I will tell 
you, America stands for ilherty," 
and sometimes they will mention 
the word and they will say, "Well" 
(like the child to her dolly) "they 
have liberty over there— at least 
they think they have!" 

But Chat idea of liberty has had 
a very changing career over in 
Europe. Their attempts at Uberty 
have lavarlably resulted in tmarehy, 
BO the conservative people over 
there, when you mention liberty, 
would say, "Oh, liberty, anarchy, 
re\ uiulidn ! Xo," they say, "that i.' 
not worth wliile." They are think- 
ing over there, right-minded peo- 
ple who stand for the welfare ot 
humanity, that liberty is bound up 
with tho French Revolution, with 
the Commune, with the Reign of 
Terror, with Robespierre aad Marat 
and panton, with strsats ranning 
with blood, wild and atheistical un- 
restrained notlcos of liberty. So 
they say, "We want no liberty; you 
may claim it if you will, but it is 
scarcely worth while!" Even the 
church was very dubious oonoeming 
the principles of liberty because it 
was regarded as bordering on an- 
archy. Freedom, liberty, meant li 
cense, anarchy, death. Hence lib- 
erty or lll>erall8m, partly because 
of those who preached it, partly 
))•'( aiise of t)ie results generally suc- 
ceeding — anarchy and bloodshed, 
terrorism — liberalism was regarded 
as a dangerous thing, and yet, what 
be the prejudices of the people in 
Europe that wereT What be the 
prejudices even of the Catholics of 
Europe that were? Yet we Ameri- 
cans, Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews, are united in saying, "Thank 
God tor our liberty: thank God who

A very unpleasant situation has 
been created In Owensboro by lh>' 
action of the y. .m. r. .\. in havinp 
appropriated to its u.se $10,000 of 
the United War Work Campaign 
fund, and this in violation of an 
atjreenient that the amount was to 
be but $.1,000. This was done over 
the protest of Chairman F. H. 
Delker, who says in a public state- 
ment: 

"I want the public to know that 
at a meeting of the Executive BoanI 
of the United War Work Campaign, 
held at the Y. M. C. A. on January 
23, 1919, I voted against a resolu- 
tion that passed by a majority of 
thai board, which resolution in ei- 
fecl means that the Executive Hoard 
approves the local Y. M. C, .\. re- 
ceiving pro rata up to $10,000 out 
of the United War Work Campaign 
funds ($7,000 to pay a debt on the 
local Y. M. C. A. and $3,000 for 
current expensiss of the local Y. M. 
C. A.). I feel that I would not be 
honest with the public if I failed to 
make this statement, after partici- 
pating In the campaign to raise the 
funds and havintr the directinc of 
solicitors under my (haiKe. I fullv 
understood myself, and told the 
solicitors and all fitliers that I had 
the opportunity of tellinn that the 
Y. M. C. A. tor local neo<ls was only 
goins to partake up to $,1,000 and 
not over that amount in any event, 
and I was informed before the cam- 
paign began by the highest official 
in the local Y. M. C. A. that they 
would participate In the fund up to 
$3,000 and not over that amount." 

'This surprising action has caused 
many to express the opinion that 
it was fortunate for our soldier boys 
that the Owensboro Y. M. C. A. was 
not operating In France. Chairman 
Delker is a ren; e^^ntative citizen 
and his action meets with public 
approval.

every one, the humblest, the low- 
est, has a peiifect right to the full- 
est measure of religious liberty and 
freedom of conscience. Now with 
some of the older religions bodies, 
with the Catholic church, for in- 
stance, there is an ideal which ob- 
tained, too, when Ihe whole world 
was Catholic, or when a nation is 
Catholic today, if you will, it is 
philosophically and theologically 
correct, called the union of Church 
and State. They shall work to- 
gether, but there shall be and is 
only an understanding and agree- 
ment between the two, a concordlat, 
bringing the two together and 
working side by side. The State 
ofUoUlly acknowledging the Church 
and the CSiurch officially acknowl- 
edging the Stata, supports It. 

This ideal obtained in tne long 
ago IB impossible here and can not 
prevail for various reasons. First, 
we are not a Catholic country. If 
there was an established religion it 
would be some form of i rotestant- 
ism as was a <aot befdre the Union; 
many of the States had established 
religions, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Virginia and some of the 
others. And BOtwithstaadtag the 
fact that th« Meal tot a lOatholic 
nation might be union of Church 
and State, yet such a union is im- 
possible here, and would also be 
undesirable, because from ^hat we 
know of Catholic history this so- 
cailod union of Church and State 
has generally degenerated .into a 
condition where instead ol a free 
Church m a free Btate wofldng to- 
gether, it has bMi an omnipotent 
State with a Bt«w Ohnrch as a 
departaaent thereof, such h.is ex- 
isted in Russia until a few lays ago, 
where the State dictates )the ap- 
pointment of Bishops and is su- 
preme to decide points otj doctrine 
as It is in England today. \ 

Now such a cor.dition, wpioh has 
been struggled for by many States 
In the past In ivlatlon to tho 
Catholic chiinli, is absolutWy ab- 
horrent, boca!i^>e whether ;w« are 
united otflclally with tha-lMS or 
not the Catholic church mwMt pre- 
serve iU integrity ot doctrtsa and 
Ita free position; the free ipoaltlon 
it has to assert its^ on all moral 
questions in that nation, /whathar 
it pleases the King or not. That is 
the mission of the Cathollf shurch 
through all the ages, .as yoa will

Last Saturday In Philadelphia a<f- 
svmbled the greatest and most in- 
riuentlal gathering of reprssenta- 

(Ives and friends of freedom for 
Ireland in the history of America, 
the delegates ((iiiiiim from all 
cla.sses and nearly every State in 
the Union. Justice Daniel F. Coha 
Ian, of the New York Supreme 
Court, who presided. In opening thv 
convention said: 

"Unless the doctrine of self-de- 
termination be applied to IrelsntI 
there can be no just and permanent 
peace coming out of the work of 
Die Peace (Conference. When our 
^reat President laid down the four- 
teen points upon which peace was 
to bo made, a just, durable and per- 
manent peace, he plac>'rl no restric- 
tions upon the application of thos ■ 
doctrines. He said that self-de- 
termination was to be given to all 
peoples without condition or quali 
flcatlon. If the war jusfc ending was 
fought only for the- purpose of 
breaking down one form of militar- 
ism in order to establish more per- 
manently another form ot milltar- 
i.sm, the war will not have brought 
about the end for which the i>eople 
fought and bled and sacrificed, and 
war and a continuance of war in- 
stead ot peace and permanent peace 
will be the necessary outcome of 
the settlement which fails to apply 
the doctrine of self-determination to 
all those who seek to bo tree." 

The right of the Irish to liberty 
was emphasized by the Very Rev. 
FronaU J8. , Magianis, ^ Itoy ¥ s> lk » 
PresMMC of ihe ImaMs ol Irish 
Freedom. 

Dr. Magennis, who is Assistant 
General ot the Oannelite Ord^r, 
said: "The work before the con- 
vention ot the Irish race is of su- 
preme importance. Kvery day, ev- 
ery hour, nay, every moment, must 
oflei-ed up on the altar of that 
country's freedom. Outside Ireland 
itself the solution of the problem 
that Is so near to our hearts lies 
In America." 

Delegates representing the friends 
of Irish freedom. Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, CSan-Na-Oael and other 
organisations that desire to frt^ 
Ireland from British influenee at 
tended the convention, wbich ended 
Sunday. Cardinal Gibbons, United 
States Senator Borah, ot Idaho: 
Senator-elect Walsh, of Massai hiis 
etts; Gov. Sproul, of Pennsylvania, 
and (hurch dignitaries from many 
sections of the country were on the 
programme for addresses. 

.\ resolution presented by Car- 
dinal Gibbons urging the Peace 
Cougress to apply to Ireland th* 
doctrine of national self-datormlsa- 
tion and a declaration of wiadplfs 
demanding that if any league of 
nations he created all features 
which may infringe on the tradi- 
tional American policy. Including 
tho Monroe Doctrine, shall be elim- 
inated, were adopted unanimously 
at the closinp session of the con- 
vention of tile Irisli iac<- in .\mer- 
ica. The declaration says a .'-.tato of 
war exista between Ehigland and 
Ireland "which, in the interests of 
tho peace of the world, the Peace 
Conference can not Igndre." 

The enthusiasm aroused by the 
prelate continued as numerous 
speakers seconded the resolutions. 
Among those who spoke in support 
of Ireland's freedom were the Rev. 
Norman Thomas, a Presbyterian 
minister of New York; Archbishop 
Messmer. Milwaukee; Rabbi Joseph 
Krauskopt, Philadelphia; James G. 
Miter. Protestant Kplscopal clergy- 
man, of Norfolk; Mrs. Mary Mc- 
Whorter. head ot the Ladies' Aux- 
iliary of the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bemUas; Henry Ooddard Leach. 
New York;- Thomas J. Mathews, 
Providence. R. I., National Secre- 
tary of the A. O. IJ.. and Frank P. 
Walsh, of Kansas City. The con- 
vention rose to its feet and cheered 
several minutes when Rabbi Kraus- 
kopt said that President Wilson's 
declaration that small nations shall 
have the right ot self-goveniment 
"will not die down, and not even 
President Wilson himself can recall 
It." 

With the adoption of the Car- 
dinal's resolution, Michael J. Ryan. 
Philadelphia, read the declaration 
of principles which he said had 
been drawn up by a committee rep- 
resenting every section of tho 
United States. 

In support of the movenient to 
bring freedom to Ireland, the con- 
vention pledged itself to raise with- 
in six months $1,000,000, but be- 
fore Justice Daniel F. Cohalan, of 
the New York Supreme Oourt. 
Chalrmap of the convention, com- 
pleted the eslBng of a list of States 
and cities more than 11,360,000 had 
been pledged to the cause. 

The Very Rev. Peter E. Magen- 
nis. New York, was elected Presi- 
dent of the Friends of Irish Free- 
dom.

RATE OP RETURN. 

The fuurtion of a street railway 1.- lu Kiw adequate and con- 
venient service at the lowest practical cost conslsteut with reasonable 
wages and working conditions of employes and at the same time with 
a reasonable return only upon the sctual value of the property de- 
voted to the public senrlee. In many cities of the country a request 
has been made of the municipal authorities for an inerease of faros, 
<lue to the very great increase in I lie cost o! operation. The cost ol 
operation has advanced in .i veiy lapid lalio. due to war conditions, 
and the high prices of food and all living expenses make it Imperativ ' 
that wages should be increased in order that ' employes may com- 
fortably live. In many of the cities of the country the question is now 
l>elng agitated for an increased fare above five cents. Some three 
hundred or more cities in this'oountry have within the past twelve 
months increased their rates of far? in order to meet the uecessurilv 
growing expenses of tl)$ companies. It is quite apparent that unless i 
company which ta devoid of watered securities is enabled to havu 
suflFIetent revenOfe to meet Its operating expenses and indeed to meet 
a return to the sharebolder.n, such ii company can not Iouk survive. Tho 
re.sult is that if an adequate return i.s not given to the street railway.s 
a poorer sen-ice neceasarlly follows and later on the company may 
have dire conaequencea thrust upquit. Under these circumstancea Is it 
not the part of prudence to eonslder a street railway or other public 
utility from the same standpoint of Justice that would be extended to 
an individual? By this we do not mean to say that every company 
that asks for an increase should have it. On tlie contrary no in- 
crease should be granted unless it has been clearly demonstrated that 
efficiency of the service, the maintenance of the system, and a rea 
sonable retnm to the security holders require it. The fact that a pub- 
lic utility asks for an increase of fares does not Justify the increase 
being granted, but it is fair in all matters, provided a case is clearly 
proven of the Justice of the dentands, that such demands should be 
carefully weighed and Justice done to all parties. — ^The New Bra.

He was a member ot the dele- 
gation appointed to present the 
freedom of the city to President 
Wilson, and when no reply to the 
invltatiCMi to visit Dublin was re- 
ceived from Mr. Wilson, he obtained 
a passport to go to Paris to inquire 
■why no answer had been sent. 
When he arrived In Paris he an- 
nounced that he was a representa- 
tive of the Irish Government and 
his action was approved by his 
party. 

O'Cealligh was married laat year 
to Blss Bary Byaa, professor of 
modem Issrwtes at the National 
Uatreralty.
